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Life of Sum-pa Khan-po, also styled Yeses-Dpal-hbyor, the author of the 
Rehumig (Chronological Table.)\—By Básó SARAT Cuanpra DAs, 
C. L E. 


This great Lama was born in the year 1702 A. D. (Tree-monkey of 
the 12th cycle of 60 years) at a place in the neighbourhood of the Dgon-luf 
monastery of Amdo in ulterior Tibet. He is better known by his family 
name of Sum-pa, which means one from the country of Sum, a province 
in Western Tibet. In his infancy he is said to have given indications of 
his identifying himself with the spirit of his predecessor, While very 
young he learnt to read and write with extraordinary facility. He became 
well known by the name of Sumpa-Shabs-druf, He was admitted into the 
monastery of Dgon-luñ in the 9th year of his age. He received instruction 
in the sacred literature of the Buddhists under Lohan skya Rinpo-chhe 
Nag-Dvaà chhos ldan) and Thu Kwan chhos kyirzya-mtsho and other 
great Lamas. From .Lchah-skya he received the vows of monkhood, 
who gave him the name Yeses Dpal hbyor. He studied metaphysics, 
logie, rhetoric, poetry, Buddhist liturgy, ritual, and the dogmatical and 
theoretical differences of the various Buddhist schools. He also learnt 
arithmetic, medicine, the science of vocal music, the works on Sütras and 
Tantras, and the art of sacred painting. With the acquisition of all 
this learning he was occupied till the twenticth year of his age. In addi- 
tion to acquiring all the virtues and talents of his predecessor, he 
gained the highest proficiency in astronomy, astrology and the science 
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of figures. His fame of learning surpassed that of all other Lamas 
of his age in Tibet, China, and Mongolia. In the twentieth year of 
his ago he visited Tibet proper, and took his admission as a student 
in the monastery of Hbras-sPin (Dapin). In the year 1725 ho visited 
tan ñ, where ho took the fiual vows of monkhood from Panchheu Blo- 
issaüà Yeses, In the 22ud year of his age he went on a pilgrimage to 
Lhokha with a view to visit Sam-yea, and the famous sanctuaries of Yar- 
lui, where he was very much pleased with an interview with Rgya lsras 
Rinpoehhe (Nag Dvaà Hjigs med). Rgyal-sras is said to have explained 
to him in a prophetic manuer what ho was destined to achieve and how 
he should proceed to Amdo, for the purpose of founding monasteries and 
temples there, and also for diffusing Buddhism iu China. In his 23rd year 
he was appointed MKhanpo (abbot) of Sgo Mai in Hbras spufi. In the 
following year, wheu a dispute arose between the two provinces Dvus aud 
Gtsaü, he persisteutly declined to allow the monks of his college to 
take up arms against their enemies, as it was an act prohibited by the 
laws of Buddhism. The monks of other colleges followed his example and 
desisted from fighting. He fillod tho chair of Sgo-mafi for a period of 
five years, after whieh he returned to Amdo, In the 30th year of his 
age, in pursuance of the prediction of Rgyal-sras, he founded the monas- 
tery of Bshad Sgrnb-glià with about eighty monks. He brought the 
recluse hermitage of Bsam.gtan-glii ri-khrod with fifteen monks, whieh 
was founded by Dpal ¿Dan hod sser, under his own monastery, and 
afterwards ealled it by the name of Sum-pa rikrod. At the age 
of thirty-fonr, at the command of the emperor Chhin-Infi (divine pro- 
toetor), and in the 2nd year of his reign, he visited China. Both Lchan 
skya Rol-pahi rDorje aud he were presented to the emperor, who asked 
them many questions ou religious matters. Sumpa Khanpo is said to 
have answered all of them without any diffienlty whatever. Pleased with 
him the emperor commanded that he be appointed the spiritual guide of all 
the chiefs of Mongolia, and he also eouferred on him a high sacerdotal rank 
by letters patent, and authorized him to bear the title of Huthogtu (saint). 
The Lama respectiully accepted all the imperial favours, with the excep- 
tion of the titleof Huthogtu which houonr he respectfully declined, aeeord- 
ing to him it being intended for those who aspired to worldly glory. The 
emperor was struck with the Lama's indifference to such a high 
honour, aud remarked that within his vast empire he did not know 
one who like him conld look with indiffereuce at sueh au oxalted distinc- 
tion, Honeeforth he rose high iu the esteem of the emperor and was 
declared to be a real Lama. He resided in Chiua for niue years. The 
emperor occasionally used to call him to his presence. The Lehan 
skya, who presided at the head of Labrang (church), commanded that all 
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the Tibetan books on Buddhism extant in China should be revised by 
Sumpa, which he did to the great satisfaction of all. He therefore gave 
him the clerical title of Ertenó (precious) Pandita. He presented him 
with a diploma inscribed on a yellow scarf. Once on every month the 
emperor nsed to give him audience and converse with him on religious 
matters for several hours. He resided for five years in Peking, during 
which time he enjoyed the esteem and the veneration of the Manchu and 
the Mongol residents and the pilgrims of Peking. At the time of his re- 
turn to Amdo, which he performed vid Dolonor and Khar shonpo he re- 
ceived considerable presents from the emperor, Lchaf-skya and tho great 
Wangs (chiefs) of China and Mongolia. At Rivo-rtse Tia (Woo-thai) 
he stayed one year in order to perform religious worship in the great 
sanctuary of Manju Ghosha. In his northward journey he visited Alak- 
sha, receiving immense presents from the Mongols, whence he proceed - 
ed to Dgon-lufi, Being indifferent to worldly comforts, he did not like 
much ostentation, and consequently kept few retainers and servants. 
In the 48rd year of his age he was appointed to the headship of Dgon-luf 
monastery. Out of the immense wealth he had acquired in China and 
Mongolia he used to send large presents to the Panchhen and Dalai 
Lamas, to the great monasteries of Sera, Hbras-spuf, Dgah ldan, 
Dkra gis lhnnpo, &c. Ho also set up innumerable Buddhist images, 
inscriptions and chhortens &c. His works are voluminous and many. 
Being dissatisfied with the existing works on astronomy, astrology 
and chronology of Tibet, he wrote a dissertation on them after 
collating 20 works by different authors. He found the works of 
Mkhas-grub rjo and Bu-stof to be more correct than others. He died 
at the age of 73. The following are his principal works: 

Kun-gsal meloh (on arithmetic, astronomy and astrology) a large 
volume written in very small characters.

Regya-Bod and Hor Chhos Abynà (Ljou-bssafi), i. e. the his- 
tory of Buddhism (riso and progress of Buddhism) in India, China 
and Tibet. This work was completed in the yoar 1747 A. D. 
and also contains the * Rohumig (chronological table).

Guérí Khan effected a reconciliation betweon the Oe-loth 
and Khalkha Mongols, who were qnarrelling on account of a 
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question of precedence between the grand hierarehs of Dgah 
Idan and of Stoñ skor shabs druf named féje-btsun dam-pa. 
For this service he received the title of Gusri. 

The fourth incarnation of Sems dpak Nag dvañ phun- 
tshogs rnam rgyal was born. The grand hierarchical throne 
of Dgah Idan was filled by Chhos ñer, also called Lses gñen 
grags. Khri Dge-ryyan died. 

Táránátha wrote his Reya-gar chhos Abyuü “ Rise and 
progress of Buddhism in India." 

Spañ dkar Rinpochhe died. 

Dkon-mchhog rgyal mtshan, of the monastery of Sre-rgyud 
near Bkragis Ihunpo, was born. Dam chhos rgya-mtsho of 
Pa-chhe, the teacher of Sumpa, became abbot of Stag-luh. Nag 
dvan rnam rgyal of Stag lui wrote tho work, called Chhos- 
hbyuh (history of Buddhism). 

Bkra-gis grags rgyam of Sgampo was born. Don Yod 
chhos kyi rgya mtsho, the incarnation of Rgyal sras, returned 
to Dvus. The armies of Gtsah invaded Dvus and withdrew. 

The Grva-tshat monastery of Amdo was founded by Likya 
Ser mehhog. 

Hüdul-va chhos rje hod rgyam-pa reduced the monastery 
of Sku-hbum into a Gtsañ institution. The Karma hierarch 
Phun-tshog rnam rgyal became the lord temporal and spiritual 
of Gtsaü. Khri Sans rin died. 

The Panchhen Rinpo-chhe presided over the Monlam 
chhenpo (prayer congregation) of Lhasa between this and the 
year earth-horse. 

Talai Lama Yonton rgya-mtsho took the final vows of 
monkhood from the Panchhen Rinpo-chhe. 

Blo rgya-mtsho of Stag brag filled tho grand hierarch's 
chair of Dgah Idan. Phun-tshogs rnam rgyal of Gro-tshaf ka 
rif became abbot of Deon luñ Byams gli. The incarnate Lama 
Dsod nams dge legs dpal died. 

Talai Lama Yonton rgya-mtsho died. 

Talai Lama Nag dvañ blo ssa rgya-mtsho was born. 
The Panchhen Rinpo-chhe became abbot of Abrags spun. 

Bkra-sis Phun-tshogs, also called Lha-pa chhos rje, held 
the abbotship of Dgon luf. Yap Sans rgyas chhos hdsin died. 

Khri Byams bkra was born. The incarnate Yap Lama Sans 
ye was born. Dam chhos dpal filled the grand hierarch’s chair 
at Dgah Idan. The Gtsaf army beseiged Sera and Hbras spui, 
and killed many thousand monks. Khrichhos fier grags died. 
Khri Blo-rgya-mtsho died. 
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Tho third incarnation of Bsod grags, called Grags reyan 
of Gssims khañ gof-ma, was born. Chhos kbyor rgya-mtsho, 
the incarnate Lama of Thai-rin, died. 

Bsod nams chhos hphel filled the grand hierarch’s chair at 
Dgah-Idau. 

The Mongol and Gitsan armies fought with each other at 
Jikyaf than sgan, where many Tibetans fell. 

Khri Dam chhos dpal died. 

Sumpa slo-dpon-pa chhe-va a second time held the 
abbotship of Dgonluñ. The fiftecnth Ming emperor Then-chhi 
ascended the throne of China, The Mongols defeated the 
Gtsai armies at Rkyah thai sgañ, and thereby restored lost 
territorics to Dge-grags-pa. 

The Mongol Z/phrin las lhun-grub, also called Smin grol 
Nomen khan, was born. Tali Lama Blo bssañ rgya-mtsho 
became abbot of Hbras spun. 

The Panchheu Rinpochhe erected the golden spire of the 
shrine of Bchug-chig-shal. Grags rgya-mtsho became the grand 
hierarch of Dgah Idan. After his death tho hierarchical chair 
was nominally filled by Nag dvañ chhos rgyan. 

Khri-Tshul Khrims chhos-hphel died. 

Talai Lama Blo bssaü rgya mtsho took the final vows of 
monkhood. 

Dkon mchhog chhos hphel became the grand hierarch of 
Dgah Idan. Panchhen became the abbot of the Byan rtse 
college. 


CYOLE XI. 

The eighteenth Kulika emperor ascended the throne of 
Sambhala, Hjam-pa chhos rje (Chhos vgya-misho-va) became 
abbot of Dgon luf. 

This year a little decrease was observed in the solar bright- 
ness, and there being an entire eclipse of the moon, the wholo 
phenomenon was considered as ominous by Dpal lhun of Pha 
bon kha. The sixteenth Ming emperor Khufi-tin ascended the 
throne of China. Dkon-mchhog rgya-mtsho of the Sre rgyud 
monastery died. 

Panchhen chhos rgyan built a gilt dome on the monastery 
of Dgah ldan. 

Lchañ skya Chhos rje grags-pa hod sser became abbot of 
Dgon-luñ. 

The monastery of Roñ-po was founded by Skal ldan rgya- 
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mtsho, also called Rof-po grub chhen of Amdo. The Shva 
dmar Lama Gar-dvan died. .Dpah-vo Gtsug lag rgya-mtsho 
died. 

The seventh Shva-dmar hicrarch was born. 

Khri Chonas-pa was born. Regya-ra S'esrab Phun-tshogs 
died. 

Sumpa Slo-dpon-pa Dam-chhos rgyal mtshan became abbot 
of Dgon-lun, 

The incarnation of Sgampo, called Nor rgyan, died. 

Khri Blo gros rgya-mtsho was born. Blo bssan bstanpahi 
vgyal mtshan was born. 

Sgampo Bkra sis grags rgyam died. 

Ldan-ma smon lam rab hbyor-pa (Tshul-khrims rgya- 
misho) became abbot of Dgon-lun. Gusri chhos rgyal entered 
Kokonur, and defeating the armies of the Khalkha tribes who 
were inimical to the Dgelug-pa school, proceeded towards Dvus, 
from which place he returned to Kokonur. 

-H khon-ston dpal lhun died. 

Bstan hdsin legs b$ad of Kofi-po became hierarch of Deah 
ldan, but he could mot long hold the office and was obliged to 
resign it. J?je-Dge rin succeeded him. The Talai Lama and 
the incarnation of Gssim khafi Gofima took the special vows of 
Smad hdul dge slon from Panchhen thams chad mkhyen-pa. 

Ñag-dvañ bstan Hdsin Hphrin las (Skyid soñ shabs druñ) 
was born. Anam rgyal dpal hbyor (Chhos-bssaii sku gofi-ma) 
became abbot of Dgon-luf. Guéri chhos rgyal subdued Beri, 
the chief of Khams, and annexed his possessions. 

S'akya lha dva& wrote the historical work, called Chhos 
Hbyuh. King Beri of Khams, being a follower of the Bon 
religion, was declared a common enemy of the Buddhist reli- 
gion. He was thrown into prison and punished with death. 

Mkhan-po Nag dva& chhos grags died. 

Lehan skya Nag vañ chhos Idan dpal bssaf-po was born. 

JHphags shi-va bssaf-po, in the 44th year of his agc, became 
abbot of Chhab mdo. Gusri khan entered Gtsañ and captured 
the king of Gtsañ and annexed Gtsañ koñ to his dominions. 
He was proclaimed king of Tibet. The governor Bsod nams 
chhos phel became regent, 

Blo-bssah bstan hdsin Hphrin-las of Khalkha was born. 

Bsian-pa rgyal-mtshan of Dvags-po became hicrarch of 
Dgah-/dan. 

Hphags-pi chhos rgyal died. 
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Jgyal-va rgya-mtsho, the fifth incarnate JTphags-pa of 
Khams, was born, Six great nobles of China conspired against 
the emperor Khrufitin, and their leader usurped the imperial 
authority for a fortnight, after which the Manchu chief Sun-t/i 
Chhi-the tsuf took possession of the imperial erown. 

The famous palace of Potala was built. 

The monastery of Ma-mgur in Amdo was founded by 
Lamo sprul sku Blo-gros rgya-mtsho and Hod sser bkra Sis, 
Khri dkon mehhog-chhos Aphel died. 

Khri Dvags po died. 

The spiritnal teacher of the author (i Sumpa mkhanpo), 
named ZH jam- dvyafs-bshad-pa (Nag-dva& brtson grus), was born. 
Dkon-mchhog chhos bssafi filled the hierarchical throne of Dgah 
Idan. Hor Don grub rgya-mtsho became abbot of Deon-lun. 

The abbot of Sgo-maá, named Bsam grub Sgafi-pa Nag 
dvah blo bssañ dvyii chhos, became abbot of Dgon-luü. He 
afterwards accepted the abbotship of Hva-sgreà in Dvus, iu 
consequence of which Don yod rgyal mtshan of Hor duh 
succeeded him in the Dgon luf abbotship. 

Legs rgya-mtsho established a Tantrik school in the 
monastery of Sku-kbum. The monastery of Dgah Idan Dam 
chhos gli of Btsan-po was founded by the retired abbot of 
Dgon luñ at Sser khog. 

The Talai Lama visited China (Peking), and was there de- 
corated with the insignia of Tai Sri by the emperor Shun-t/i, 

The Sde-srid (viceroy) Sansrgyas rgya-mtsho was born. 
Hod Sser Dkra sis held the abbotship of Dgon Inf. The Talai 
Lama, on his return journey from China, visited the monasteries 
of Dgon-luf &e. 

Dpal ldan rgyal mtshan filled the chair of the grand hierarch 
at Dgah Idan. 

Gusri khan died. 

Emperor Khang-shi (Bde-skyid), known to the Tibetans 
as an incarnation of Grags rgyal mtshan, was born. Sakya Lha 
Dyan died. 

Tharpa Chhos rje (Bkra sis rgyal mishan) became abbot of 
Dgon-luñ, 

The Jiüif-ma Lama (Ssur-chhos dvyiüs Rafi-grol) died. 

Guéri's son Ta-yan khan became king of Tibet. I[phrin 
las rgya-mtsho became Sde-srid (viecroy). 

Don-yod chhos grags of Lu-hukya became abbot of JDgon- 
lun. 
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Blo-bssan rgyal-mishan filled tho throne of Dgah Idan. 

The second Manchu emperor Kang-shi (Shin-tsu) ascended 
the throne of China. Panchhen Blo-bssaii chhos rgyan died at 
Nag-ssla. 

The fifth Panchhen Rinpochhe (lo-bssaf yeses dpal bssai), 
who was Sumpa mkhanpás spiritual guide, was born. Sgo- 
man Bsam grub sgañ-pa died. 

The incarnation of Hgyal sres, named Blo bssañ bstan hdsin, 
arrived at Dgon-lut. The abbotship of Dgon-lufi was held by 
Dpal idan rgya-misho of Bde rgyn-chha-va. Hor Dkah behu, 
being invested with the title of No-men khan, returned to Btsan 
deon from Dvns and established Hchhad ñan. The period of 
Tshul khrim (sila) commenced. 

Nag dva Hphrin las, who was born in the flre-sheep year, 
and who had previously filled the abbotship of Chhab-mdo, died 
this year. Sprul sku grags rgyan died. 

Jlo-bssaü Don yod filled the hierarch’s chair at Dgah Idan. 
Ta-yan khan died. The Sde srid (viceroy) Hphriu las died. 

Mehhod dpon sde-ba became Sde-srid (viceroy). 

Talai khan Ratna became king of Tibet. Blo-mchhog of 
Sman-lufi died. 

Thu-bkwan chhos-rje (Blo-bssaf rab brian) became abbot 
of Dgon-luf, Khri Blo-bssañ rgyal mishan died. 

Khri-dkon-mchhog chhos bssañ died. 

Karma chhos Dvyins rdorje died. 

Byams pa Bkra sis filled the hicrarch’s chair of Dgah ldan. 
Likya Dpon slob Blo-bssafi rgyal mtshan became abbot of 
Dgon-luñ. Blo-bssah sbyin-pa beeame viceroy of Tibet. 

Nag dvafi Dlo-bssaü rgya-mtsho took the vows of the Stod 
hdul Dgeslof of Tibet for individnal emancipation. 

Khri Blo-bssañ of Don yod died. 

The layman Sans rgya-mtsho, who was born in Gron-smad, 
becamo viceroy of Tibet. 

The abbotship of Dgon-Inn was held by Rinpochhe Bstan 
pali rgyal mtshan (chhu-bssaf sprul sku). The monastery of 
Lamo Bde-chhen was founded by Chha-kwan Nomen-khan. 

A long tailed comet was seen from Mhah ri. Shvalu Bsod 
nams died. 

Kln-hbum rgya-mtsho became hierarch of Dgah-ldan. A 
fearful carthquake took place in Tibet. The Talai Lama died. 

Dkon-mehhog yar hphel of Sro-rgyud died, Bstan hdsin 
hphrin las of Skyid shod died. 
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The Talai Lama Tshafis dvyans rgya-mtsho was born. 
Thoastronomical work of Sde-srid, called Baidurya dkarpo, was 
compiled. 

Khri Byams-pa bkra sis died. 

After the return of Blo gros rgya mtsho to China, Tshul 
khrims dar rgyas of Chones became hierarch of Dgah Idan. 

Lama Rinpochhe Pad dkar hdsin-pa Yeses rgya-misho was 
born, The left branch of the Oeloth Mongols and the Khalkhas, 
being on the verge of going to war with each other, Khri Blo- 
rgya mtsho reconciled them to each other. 


CYCLE XII . 


Khri chhen Blo-bssai rgya mtsho of Lamo of Dgah Idan 
proceeded to Peking. 

Lchaf skya Tákau Siri Nag dvai Blo bssañ became abbot of 
Dgon-lufi, Bla-ma Blo-gros rgya-mtsho died at Hbog khog. 

Bstan pahi Nima (the Rdorje slo-dpon of Sumpa mkhanpo), 
who was an incarnation of Khri Blo-rgyam, was born. 

Rdo-pa Rab Byams-pa (Dpal Idan rgya-mtsho) became 
abbot of Dgon luf. 

Bsam-blo sbyin-pa rgya-mtsho of Bkah hgyur became hier- 
arch of Dgah-idan. 

The Bde-rgyu chhufi-va, named Kun-dgah rgya-mtsho, 
became abbot of Dgon-lufi. 

The Sde-srid (viceroy) Sans rgya rgya-mtsho built the 
nine storcyed palace of worship (Pho drafi-dmarpo) of Potala. 
The annual prayer cougregation called Tshogs-mchhod Smon 
lam was established by tho Sde-srid to commemorate the anniver- 
sary of the accession of the Talai Lama Nag dva blo bssañ. 

Chone Tshul-dar became hierarch of Dgah-idan. 

Dlo-bssaü Nag-dvaü Hjigs med, an incarnation of Rgyal 
sras Rinpochhe, was born. 

The Sde-srid (viceroy) Sans rgyas rgya-misho wrote the 
work, called Boiser shva ser chhos hbyufi 2. e, history of the 
rise of the yelloweap school, 

Lama Hinpochhe Ye-rgyam of Mon arrived at Hhbras- 
spuñ. Chhu bssaü Rinpochhe became abbot of Btsan Dgon 
monastery. Bisan-po Nomen khan died. 

Liam dvyafs bshad rdor became abbot of Sco-mafi. 

Don-yod rgya-mtsho became hierarch Deah ldan. 

Stag-luñ shabs druf Chhos kyi Nima became abbot of 
Dgon-lui. 
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Talai Lama Tshaf dvyafis rgya-mtsho renounced the vows 

of celibacy and monkhood at Bkra gis lhunpo. 1701 
The Sde-srid (viceroy) Sañs rgyas rgya-mtsho resigned his 

office. The Mongol prince Lha-bssafi became king of Tibet. s 
Sumpa mkhanpo was born. 1703 
Pad dkar hdsin-pa was identified as the real incar- 

nation of the Talai Lama. Lha-bssafi, the son of Raha rgyal-po, 

fought with the Sde-srid (viceroy) Sañs rgyas rgya-mtsho. The 

latter was killed, and with him four hundred Tibetans were slain. 

Lha-bssai declared himself the absolute monarch of Tibet. 

The Talai Lama Tshaf-dvyatis rgya-mtsho was ordered to China. 


He died near lake Khokonur. 1704 
Pad dkar hdsin-pa Ye$es rgya-mtsho was placed on the 

throne of Potala. 1706 
The Talai Lama Skal bssañ rgya-mtsho was born. 1707 
A great earthquake took place in Tibet. 1708 


The new Talai Lama and //jam-dvyans bshad rdor were in- 
vested with the insignia of an imperial order. Mjam dvyatis 
bshad-pa founded the monastery of Dkra sis hkhyil in Amdo. 
At Dgon-luà the Dampa gsüm (three incarnate Lamas) estab- 


lished the Rgyud Grva (Tantrik school). 1709 
Chhu-bssaü Rinpo-chhe, a second time, held the abbotship 

of Dgon-luf. Sumpa mkhanpo became a monk of Dgon-lufi. 1711 
Hjam-dvyans bshad-pa wrote the work called Hjig-byed 

chhos hbyuf. Lebat skya Nag dvañ clihos Idan died. 1713 
Hjam dvyants bshad pa established a Tantrik class at Bkra 

sis hkhyil, and wrote a chronology of Buddhist events, 1715 


The incarnation of Lchaüskya Ycses bstan-pa Sgron-me 
was born. 
The armies of Chufigar, or the left branch of the Mongols, 
slew king Lha-bssan. 1716 
The Chnfigar armies sacked the Riii monasteries of Rnam 
rgyal gli, Idorje brag, Smin grol gli, &c., and made the 
Dge-lugs-pa church predominant all over Tibet. 1717 
Under the command of the emperor of China tho Talai 
Lama Bkal-bssaü rgya-mtsho was brought to Tibet from Sku- 
hbun by Thu-bkwan Rinpo-chhe chhos rgya-nitsho and placed 
on the throne of Potala. 
libyin rgan became abbot of Bkra sis hvit. Mjam- 
dvyafis bshad rdor diced. The emperor Khang-shi died. The 
third of the Manchu line, called Shif-tsu yui-ting, becamo 
emperor. 
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The Oeloth Mongols of Khokonur fought with the imperial 
forces and were defeated. The Chinese killed upwards of seven 
hundred monks of all classes, including the abbot of Gser khog 
dgon, called Chhu-bssafi rinpochhe, and destroyed many religious 
objects, and burnt down several shrines aud congregation halls. 
They also demolished threc great monasteries of Shva-vo khog 
as well as many hermitages. Many aged monks of Sku-kbum 
were also killed. Sumpa mkhanpo proceeded to Tibet. 

The Chinese, uuder their generals Küng and Yo-u tho-ü, 
destroyed the temples and grand cougregation halls of the 
Dgon-lufi monastery, and burnt thirtcen sets of Bkah-hgyur, and 
killed many monks. The monasterics of the Hju-lag Sem-fii 
dgon schools, recluses cells, &c., were destroyed by them. In 
the autumn the three hermitages of Dgon-luf and Shva-vo khog, 
and the monasteries of Hju-lag were rebuilt. 

Sumpa mkhanpa was appointed abbot of Sco mah. 

The nineteenth Kulika Rnam-gnon señ (Vikrama Simha) 
became emperor of S'ambhala. When the demon like ministers 
(Bkah bion) killed the viceroy (Sde-srid) Shai khañ chhenpo 
who was a devout advocate of Buddhism, Phola Theje Bsod 
nams Stobs rgyas (king Mivah) returned to Dyus from upper 
Tibet with troops of Ladag, Miahri, and Gisafi. He slew up- 
wards of one thousand troops of Dvus and Kof-po, &e., and 
entirely suppressed the enemies of the Government. 

When the Dvus people rose in rebellion, Phola Theje, being 
reinforced by the Chinese troops, killed the three rebel ministers 
and removed the Talai Lama to Hkah-dag. Rgyal sres sprul 
sku became abbot of bras spuñ Blo-gsal gliü. Dhola Theje 
became viceroy of Tibet, and was also invested with the title of 
Chun-vai. 

Dgon lut, Dtsan dgon and other monasteries having been 
restored to their former condition, the author's predecessor 
Sum-pa chhos rje Phuu-tshogs rnam rgyal and Rbu-chhos 
rje Blo-bssah dpal became abbots of Dgon luf and Btsan-dgon 
respectively. 

The author (Sumpa mkhanpo) returned to Amdo from 
Dvus in Tibet. 

The author founded the monastery of Bshad sgrub gliü. 

The author accepted the abbotship of Bsam-gtan gli. 

Vah chhos rje-grags-pa dpal byor became abbot of Dgon 
lun. 

At the command of the emperor of China the Lchanskya 
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Rinpo-chhe brought baek the Talai Lama from Hgah dag to 
Dens, and restored peace and prosperity to Tibet and Khams, 
Lehaü skya Rinpo-chhe beeame famous for his excellent 


exposition of the work ealled ttan-hbrel stod-pa. 1734 
Emperor Yung-ting died and was suceceded by his son 
Chhin-lung. 1735 


The inearnate Tha-kwan of Dgon-luf, named .Blo-bssaü 

chhos kyi Nima, was born. At the eommand of the emperor 

the author proeeeded to China. Nag dvai rnam rgyal, also 

called Khyuf tsha shabs drufi, beeame abbot of Dgon-luf. 1736 
A great earthquake took place at the walled eity of Nin- 

ga mkhar, near the mountain ealled Glaf-ru, and destroyed the 

city. 1737 
Panehhen Blo-bssaf yeses died. 1738 
The sixth inearnate Panehhen Dpal Idan yeses was born. 

Bde-rgyu shabs druñ (Dge-legs rgyal mtshan) held the abbot- 

ship of Dgon lufi. 


Reyal sras ye grags died. 1739 
Blo-bssai dpal, Idan the incarnation of gyal sras, was 

born. 1740 
Rgyal tig Rab-hbyams-pa (Blo-bssai don-grub) beeame 

abbot of Dgon-lun. 1741 
A very long eomet was observed in Tibet. 1742 


The author (Yeses Dpal hbyor), in the forty-third year of 
his age, was called upon to fill the abbotship of the Dgon-luf 
monastery.

A few days 
later Mr. G. J. Nicholls, C. S., Judge of Cawnpore, entered into corre- 
spondence with me, and informed me that ho was the owner of the 
seal. He has very kindly allowed me to examine and describe the
